Gentlemen,— I  have  the  honour  to 
submit  for  your  information,  and 
consideration,  my  thirteenth  annual 
report. 

In  accordance  with  instructions 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in 
their  Circular  648,  dated  December 
10th,  1925,  this  report  combines  a 
general  survey  of  the  district  for  the 
past  5  years,  and  the  appended 
tables  show  a  record  of  the  sanitary 
work  accomplished  during  that 
period. 

Nuisances. — There  were  439  nuis¬ 
ances  reported  during  the  year  1925, 
or  1,968  for  the  full  survey  period. 
These  have  called  for  638,  or  3,420 
letters  and  notices  being  served, 
also  13,  and  103  statutory  notices 
respectively. 

Abatements. — These  comprise  424 
for  the  latter  year,  and  2,137  for 
the  full  survey  period. 

Water.— The  water  supplies 
within  the  district  are  very  pure, 
though  variable  in  degrees  of  hard¬ 
ness,  due  to  the  geological  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  water-bearing  stratas  on 
each  side  of  the  valley,  viz.  :  North, 
millstone  grit,  and  south,  limestone. 
On  the  upper  reaches  of  the  River 
Nidd,  in  the  parish  of  Upper  Stone- 
beck,  extensive  water  works  are 
being  carried  out  by  Bradford 
Corporation,  comprising  the  con¬ 
struction  of  an  additional  dam 
across  the  river,  and  conveying  the 
water  by  means  of  pipes  and  con¬ 
duits  to  the  City  of  Bradford. 

During  the  year  1925,  22  samples 


of  water  were  taken  for  the  purpose 
of  chemical  analysis,  also  2  samples 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination.  These  proved  satisfactory. 
The  total  number  of  samples  taken 
during  the  five  years  under  review 
was  43.  Three  samples  were  found 
to  have  a  fairly  high  plumbo  solvent 
action,  and  in  each  case  the  lead 
fittings  were  removed,  and  the 
waters  are  now  quite  potable. 
21  houses  were  provided  with  an 
improved  supply,  or  166  for  the  full 
period. 

A  new  private  supply  was  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  village  of  Lofthouse 
towards  the  latter  part  of  1921, 
consisting  of  collecting  tank  of 
11,000  gallons  capacity  and  new 
service  mains  through  the  village. 
The  works  proved  adequate  up  to 
September  last  year,  when  owing  to 
some  little  grievance  which  occurred 
between  members  of  the  Parish 
Council,  causing  mismanagement  of 
the  works,  the  residents  were  com¬ 
pelled  to  adopt  the  intermittent 
system  of  water  service  for  a  short 
period.  Complaints  have  been 
received  from  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  concerning  the  in¬ 
adequacy  of  the  supply  at  Bewerley 
Village.  The  system  of  distribution 
is  very  unsatisfactory,  especially 
when  it  is  considered  that  water  can 
be  obtained,  and  piped  direct  to  the 
houses  and  conveniences  from  the 
Eagle  Hall  level  supply  at  a  nominal 
cost.  This  would  allow  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  a  number  of  privies,  as 
well  as  providing  for  proper  flushing 
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cisterns  to  a  number  of  existing 
w.c.’s  which  at  present  have  to  be 
flushed  by  hand. 

Water  Supply  at  Dacre  Banks.— 
This  village  comprises  about  6? 
houses,  with  a  population  of  about 
300.  Most  of  the  inhabitants  are 
dependent  upon  the  village  well, 
which  is  provided  with  a  rotary 
hand  pump.  The  village  was  pro¬ 
vided  with  sewers  and  outfall  works 
about  12  years  ago,  yet  the  con¬ 
servancy  system  of  excremental 
removal  still  prevails. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  parish¬ 
ioners  was  called  on  the  31st  of 
January,  1924,  with  a  view  to 
providing  an  adequate  water  supply, 
and  more  modern  sanitation.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  at  this  meet¬ 
ing,  but  the  resolution  was  defeated. 
I  have  frequently  referred  to  the 
unsatisfactory  water  supply  at 
Daere  Banks  in  my  annual  reports 
for  the  past  10  years,  and  have  also 
drawn  attention  to  the  same  in 
Tables  C  and  D  to  the  County 
Council  and  Ministry  of  Health. 

Rivers  and  Streams.- — A  serious 
pollution  of  the  river  on  the  upper 
reaches  occurred  last  year,  which 
was  due  to  insufficient  sewage 
filtration.  This  has  now  been 
remedied  by  the  addition  of 
adequate  sludge  lagoons,  and 
spreading  the  effluent  on  to  a 
greater  land  area. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Eighty 
new  drains  and  21  inspection 
chambers  were  constructed  last 


year.  The  totals  for  the  past  5  years 
are  915,  and  146  respectively.  There 
are  upwards  of  20  private  sewage 
disposal  works  within  the  district, 
chiefly  of  the  bacteriological  order. 

There  are  six  public  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works  for  the  larger  populated 
centres  of  the  district,  viz.  : —

Closet  Accommodation. —  Steady 
progress  has  been  maintained  in  the 
conversion  of  privies  to  w.c.’s  where 
water  supplies  are  sufficient  for  this 
purpose.  During  the  survey  period 
279  w.c.’s  have  been  installed  for 
new  premises.  The  larger  propor¬ 
tion  of  these  are  at  Scar  Village. 

Sixty-four  privies  and  2  pail 
closets  were  converted  to  w.c.’s,  and 
44  w.c.’s  of  the  washdown  type  were 
provided  in  lieu  of  pan  closets, 
washouts,  defective  basins,  and 
traps,  and  fractures. 

Twenty-seven  new  urinals  were 
erected  in  connection  with  hostels, 
schools,  inns,  and  other  public  build¬ 
ings  ;  103  sanitary  dustbins  were 

provided.  Public  latrines  are  about 
to  be  provided  on  the  Recreation 
Ground  at  Pateley  Bridge.

The  chief  centres  where  the  water 
carriage  system  prevails  in  the 
removal  of  excremental  matter  are 
those  where  an  efficient  water 
supply  is  available.  The  percentage 
of  w.c.’s  are  as  follows:  Scar 
Village,  100  per  cent;  Pateley 
Bridge,  95  per  cent ;  Glasshouses,  25 
per  cent. ;  Lofthouse,  77.75  per 
cent. ;  Middlesmoor,  75.57  per  cent. ; 
Bewerley  Village,  16.5  per  cent. ; 
Dacre  Banks,  11  per  cent. ;  Sum- 
merbridge  and  New  York,  5.26  per 
cent.  The  remaining  villages  have 
a  very  small  number  of  w.c.’s,  and 
are  principally  provided  with  earth 
closets,  pail  closets,  and  privies, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few 
scattered  houses  of  the  better  class 
type,  which  have  private  water 
supplies,  and  small  sewage  disposal 
schemes. 

Scavenging. — There  is  no  dis¬ 
ciplined  scavenging  undertaken  by 
the  Council  in  any  of  the  14  town¬ 
ships  which  comprise  the  district. 
This  is  most  unsatisfactory,  and  I 
have  continually  referred  to  it  in 
my  annual  reports  for  the  past  13 
years . 


Public  tips  have  been  provided  for 
the  parishes  of  Bewerley,  High  and 
Low  Bishopside,  and  Fountains 
Earth.  The  frequent  removal  of 
household  refuse  leaves  much  to  he 
desired ;  this  is  particularly  in 
evidence  at  Lofthouse.  Although 
the  public  refuse  tip  is  within  easy 
access  of  the  village,  yet  the  resi¬ 
dents  appear  to  store  their  refuse 
until  darkness  intervenes,  and  then 
dump  it  into  a  corner  on  some  other 
person’s  property.  I  would  again 
advocate  a  disciplined  system  of 
scavenging  being  adopted  in  all 
villages,  with  the  abolition  of  fixed 
receptacles  for  ashes,  and  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  movable  bins. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 
— Full  particulars  are  outlined  in 
the  appended  tables,  also  in  tables 
C  and  D  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  attached  hereto. 

Housing. — During  the  full  period 
under  review  12  houses  of  the 
middle  class  type  have  been  erected. 
There  has  not  been  any  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  erection  of  houses  for 
the  working  classes  under  the  sub¬ 
sidy  of  Rent  Acts. 
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There  are  a  large  number  of 
houses  in  several  villages  which  are 
entirely  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  cannot  be  profitably  made  fit. 

I  refer  to  Lofthouse,  Pateley 
Bridge,  Bewerley,  Greenhow  Hill, 
Darley,  Hartwith,  and  a  few  others, 
which  are  scattered  throughout  the 
district.  Most  of  these  are  derelict 
buildings,  with  broken  and  leaky 
roofs,  damp,  and  crumbling  walls. 
In  many  instances  the  owners  are 
demanding  exorbitant  rents. 

The  Poor  Law  Institution,  at 
Pateley  Bridge,  has  been  un¬ 
tenanted  for  the  past  5  years,  and 
was  closed  as  a  maintenance  home 
upwards  of  ten  years  ago.  This 
building,  “which  is  a  heavy  burden 
on  the  ratepayers,”  could  be  readily 
converted  into  flats  on  the  economic 
rent  basis,  and  would  thereby  help 
to  relieve  a  little  of  the  housing 
shortage.  There  are  several  cases 
of  overcrowding,  in  which  the 
occupiers  are  patiently  awaiting  the 
time  when  other  accommodation 
may  become  available.  Overcrowd¬ 
ing  is  not  conducive  to  good  social 
and  moral  conditions.  In  most 
instances  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
these  tenants,  although  compelled 
to  reside  in  slum  dwellings,  are 
scrupulously  clean,  and  that  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  are  almost  nil  in  spite 
of  the  unsatisfactory  dwellings 
alluded  to.  This  latter  paragraph 
will  be  readily  understood  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  district  com¬ 
prises  about  75,000  acres,  which  is 
equivalent  to  37  acres  per  house,  or 
9  acres  of  breathing  space  for  each 
member  of  the  population. 

The  appended  tables,  combined 
with  tables  C  and  D  previously 
referred  to,  give  full  details  of  the 
housing  of  the  working  classes,  and 
my  records  of  inspection  for  the 
past  five  years. 

Factories  and  Workshops,  Includ¬ 
ing  Bakehouses. — These  have  been 
periodically  inspected,  and  no  con¬ 
travention  of  the  Acts  were  found. 
A  tabulated  report  has  been  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Slaughterhouses. — These  comprise 
9  private  slaughterhouses,  and  1 
knacker’s  yard.  There  are  no 
registered  slaughterhouses  within 
the  district,  all  are  licensed,  and 


the  licences  are  renewed  annually. 
There  are  no  public  abbatoirs,  or 
central  slaughtering,  and  as 
slaughtering  on  these  premises  often 
takes  place  on  the  same  day  it  is 
impossible  to  inspect  all  the  carcases 
at  the  time  of  slaughter  owing  to 
the  wide  and  scattered  position  of 
the  slaughterhouses. 

The  situation  of  the  premises  are 
as  follows  :  Scar  Village,  Stonebeck 
Up,  1 ;  Pateley  Bridge,  2 ;  Bewerley, 
1 ;  Summerbridge,  2 ;  Darley,  1 ; 
Clint,  2 ;  and  High  Birstwith 
(knacker’s  yard),  1.  One  licence 
will  shortly  expire  at  Clint,  the 
owner  having  erected  commodious 
premises  at  Hampsthwaite,  within 
the  adjoining  authority  of  the 
Knaresborough  R.D.C. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk 
Shops  Regulations. — Upwards  of  622 
visits  of  inspection  were  made  to 
240  cowsheds,  which  comprise  the 
oicl  register  under  the  1885  Acts. 

The  new  register  of  retailers  and 
wholesale  producers  as  required  to 
be  kept  by  the  1922  Acts  compiled 
to  date  contain  36  retailers,  and 
137  wholesale  producers. 

There  were  6  new  modern  cowsheds 
constructed  during  the  year,  and 
structural  alterations  were  com¬ 
pleted  to  19  others  comprising 
additional  light,  and  air  space,  with 
improved  ventilation.  Seventeen 
cowsheds  were  provided  with  proper 
sanitary  drainage,  “  vide  tables 
appended.” 

Isolation  Hospital  and  Infectious 
Diseases. — There  have  not  been  any 
epidemics  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  past  six  years,  and 
therefore  the  Isolation  Hospital  lias 
.  not  been  used  for  treatment  for 
this  period. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  offer  my 
best  thanks  to  the  Council,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  staff  for 
their  many  kindnesses  shown,  which 
is  of  valuable  assistance  to  me  in 
the  performance  of  the  many 
arduous  duties  I  am  frequently 
called  upon  to  carry  out.

Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,- — I  have 
the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
upon  the  health  and  sanitary  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  district,  comprising 
within  its  area  all  the  townships  which 
are  included  in  the  Pateley  Bridge 
Union.  The  acreage  is  74,275. 

The  population  estimated  to  the  middle 
of  1925  is  8,132.  The  health  of  the 
district  during  the  year  has  been  very 
good,  especially  amongst  children,  and 
the  amount  of  school  closure  has  been 
very  little,  in  fact,  only  two  schools  for 
a  few  weeks. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Only  four 
cases  occurred  during  the  year,  and  these 
were  removed  for  sanatorium  treatment, 
with  satisfactory  results. 

Infant  Mortality. — This  has  been  the 
lowest  recorded,  being  3.7  per  cent,  of 
deaths  registered. 


I  consider  it  is  a  very  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition  to  find,  that  out  of  a  population 
of  8,000  only  three  infants  have  died 
during  the  year,  and  two  of  these  were 
prematurely  bom,  and  one  from  mis¬ 
adventure. 

The  death  rate  for  the  whole  Union 
is  10.4  for  those  dying  and  registered 
within  this  area.  This  is  about  the  lowest 
ratio  ever  registered,  the  previous  year 
being  11.5.  Deaths  occurring  outside 
the  Union,  but  claiming  Pateley  Bridge 
as  domicilary,  brings  the  rate  up  to  13.2.

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There  were  no  cases  of  opthalmia 
neonatorum  reported.  The  number  of 
houses  in  the  district  is  2,014  ;  of  these 
1,184  are  working-class  houses.  The 
rateable  value  of  the  whole  Union  is 
£57,900 ;  the  sum  represented  by  a 
penny  rate  is  £240. 

Notification  of  Diseases. — There  was 
no  epidemic  of  zymotic  disease.  Five 
cases  of  scarlatina  arose  in  two  houses, 
but  did  not  spread  beyond  these  two 
houses.  There  was  one  case  of  idiopathic 
erysipelas.  There  have  been  no  cases  of 
death  from  puerpueral  sepsis.  There  has 
been  no  death  from  pertussis.  There 
has  been  no  unusual  or  excessive  mor¬ 
tality  ;  in  f  ct,  the  death  rate  is  very  low 

Nursing  Arrangements. — There  is  a 
local  hospital  for  zymotic  diseases 
provided  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 
Fortunately  there  has  been  no  necessity 
to  use  it  for  many  years. 


There  is  one  nurse  paid  and  provided 
from  a  private  source.  There  is  one  cer¬ 
tified  midwife  sanctioned  by  the  County 
Council  practising  in  the  district.  If  fs 
intended,  together  with  the  following 
districts,  to  have  a  joint  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  smallpox  : — Urban  Dis¬ 
tricts — Bamoldswick,  Earby,  Silsden, 
Skipton  ;  Rural  Districts — Bowland, 
Pateley  Bridge,  Settle.  Skipton. 

Any  institutional  treatment  for  un¬ 
married  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or 
homeless  children,  is  provided  by  the 
local  authority. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — The  local  au¬ 
thority  possess  an  ambulance  for  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  housed  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  For  non  infectious  cases  more 
facilities  have  been  arranged  with  a  local 
garage.

The  laboratory  of  the  County  Council, 
Wakefield,  when  occasion  arises,  is 
utilised  for  bacterological  and  path-  ! 
olog  cal  examinations  of  specimens  or 
water.  Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  provided 
by  the  local  authority.

Sanitary  Work. — During  the  year  I 
have  visited  all  townships  and  made 
domiciliary  -visits,  and  when  necessary 
have  given  advice  and  instruction  for 
the  removal  or  prevention  of  insanitary 
conditions.  The  water  supply  of  Pateley 
is  of  very  good  quality  and  inexhaustible 

It  is  derived  from  two  sources,  one 
arising  out  of  the  limestone,  the  other 
from  the  sandstone  grit,  the  combination 
making  a  good  potable  water.  Speaking 
generally,  the  water  supply  for  the 
different  villages  and  isolated  farms  is 
plentiful  and  pure.  A  table  is  appended 
in  this  report  showing  the  different 
sources. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — A  pollution  in 
the  upper  reaches  of  the  river  occurred, 
arising  from  insufficient  filtration.  This 
was  remedied. 

Closet  Accommodation. — Progress  has 
been  made  in  the  conversion  of  privies  to 
w.c.’s.  279  w.c.’s  have  been  installed  for 
new  premises.  Sixty-four  privies  and 
pail  closets  were  converted  to  w.c.’s,  and 


44  w.c.’s  of  washdown  type  in  lieu  of  the 
more  primitive  type.  Twenty-seven  new 
urinals  were  provided  for  public  buildings 

schools,  &c. 

Scavenging. — There  is  no  regular 
system  in  any  of  the  townships,  being 
dependent  upon  the  neighbouring  farmers 
for  its  removal. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  - 
Full  particulars  are  given  in  the  appended 
tables,  also  in  Tables  C  and  D  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council. 

Housing. — During  the  full  period 
under  review  twelve  houses  of  the  middle 
class  type  have  been  erected. 

Factories  and  Workshops.- — These  have 
been  duly  visited  and  foimd  to  be  quite 
in  accordance  with  the  Acts  as  regards 
ventilation,  warmth,  whitewashing,  &c. 
A  tabulated  report  has  been  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Slaughter  Houses. — Private  9,  reg¬ 
istered  none.  Licensed  as  under  :  Scar 
Village,  Stone  beck  Up,  1  ;  Pateley 
Bridge,  2  ;  Bewerley,  1  ;  Summerbridge, 
2  ;  Darley,  1  ;  Clint,  2  ;  High  Birstwith 
(Knackers  Yard),  1.  These  have  been 
visited.  The  meat  was  of  good  quality, 
and  the  environment  quite  clean. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. — 
These  have  been  inspected.  There  are 
36  retailers  and  137  wholesale  producers. 
Eight  new  modern  cowsheds  were  con¬ 
structed  during  the  year  and  alterations 
made  in  19  others  (light,  airspace,  &c.), 
and  11  others  provided  with  proper 
sanitary  drainage.  There  has  not  been 
any  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  during 
the  year.  Two  suspicious  cases  were 
exam  ned,  and  the  milk  sent  to  the 
Laboratory,  Leeds  University,  but  the 
tests  on  guinea  pigs  were  negative. 
The  milk  produced  within  the  area  is 
wholesome,  clean,  and  the  general 
standard  good. 

Infectious  Diseases.— During  the  period 
1920  to  1925  there  has  been  no  epidemic 
of  any  sort.  I  append  a  table. 

Other  than  a  sporadic  case  in  each 
vear  which  had  come  into  the  district 
there  has  been  nothing  further,  means 
being  adopted  at  once  to  isolate  the 
disease.  The  Bacteriological  Laboratory 
of  Wakefield  has  been  utilised  for  the 
examination  of  any  specimens  The 
recently  developed  artificial  methods  of 
innoculation  against  diphtheria  and 
scarlet  fever  will  be  adopted  when  cases 
arise. 
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Vaccination. — None  in  connection  with 
smallpox. 

There  is  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
facilities  available  for  the  disinfection  of 
verminous  persons  and  their  belongings, 
also  for  the  disinfection  of  premises  and 
articles  which  have  been  exposed  to 
infection.

During  the  five  years  passed  there  has 
been  a  great  improvement  by  decrease 
in  the  mortality  of  infants.  I  trust  this 
arises  from  the  mothers  having  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  method  of  feeding  the 
infants.  There  is  one  very  striking 
factor.  There  is  very  rarely  any  death 
from  convulsions.  At  one  time  this  was 
the  principal  factor  in  the  deaths  of 
infants  arising  from  improper  feeding 
from  their  having  a  too  starchy  diet. 

Nuisances.— There  were  439  nuisances 
reported  during  the  year  1925,  or  1,968 
for  the  survey  period. 

There  were  424  abatements  for  1925 
and  2,137  for  the  five  years  survey 
period.  Full  particulars  are  appended  in 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Roport.
